NUPG RESTRICTS LOCAL SELF -RULE — Wen-hui Pao, 21 May 

The North China People's Government has recently issued regulations to 
the Administrative Districts, Provincial Gorem- >nts, and diiectly-controlled 
municipal governments concerning appointment and dismioeal of high administra- 
tive officials. 

When cadre on the level of special personnel in the Administrative cf flees 
(hfling-shu), department (ch’u) heads in provincial governments and bureau 
(ohu) chiefs in controlled municipalities or officers of higher rank: ore ap- 
pointed, dismissed or transferred, flCPG approval is necessary. In special 
circuma^nces such changec may he made independently, subject to later govera- 
-lent rocogniticn. When requesting appointment, a political Cadre Appointment 
Registration Form must be submitted, together with a Registration Form for 
Cadre of Helen -Chi of Level in the case of an official of that raur.
